Our Switching Limits 


The Southern Pacifif^Conipany refuses to extend our switching limits to 
>South San Francisco, and we predict that those responsible for their refusal 
will profoundly regret it before long. It is such things in past years which 
creuted the indignation and-public hatred of this company—and others— 
which led to the drastic regulation under which the railroad companies now 
operate, and which is in some respects injuring the public far more than the 
railroads. IV e bad supposed that the present managers of our railroads 
were trying to live down their old reputations. 

The whole matter will now come before the Railroad Commission, which 
will be more likely than otherwise to open the entire subject of switching 
in this industrial district on both sides of the bay. 

Municipal limits have no relation whatever to switching districts, as the 
evidence before the Railroad Commission will certainly show. 

A proper switching limit is the end of a recognized industrial or com¬ 
mercial district. In Yew York it includes not only switching but lighterage— 
and it may do so here before we get through. It is certain that the indus¬ 
trial districts on both sides of the bay will demand to be put on an equulity 
with, industrial districts elsewhere in the country. 

And certainly the Southern Facilic Company has no right to discriminate 
in favor of the transbaj^industrial district and against one on this side. 

And none know better than the Southern Facilic officials that their claim 
that they had to grant an extension in Oakland in order to get a desired 
franchise is mere pretense. Not only are railroads forbidden to voluntarily 
discriminate, but they cannot be bribed to discriminate. 

If the case is presented to the commission with the vigor which it pre¬ 
sumably will be, the Southern Pacific officials, if we are not. mistaken, will 
wish they had granted the reasonable request of our people,—San Francisco 
Chronicle.
